Banks Asked 
To Refuse 
Some Warrants 


Due to exceptions taken by 
Federal auditors to improper 
endorsements on a number of 
assistance warrants. Vard V. 
Gray. County Welfare Director, 
today sent requests to all banks 
mg institutions in the county to 
refuse to accept such warrants 
for payment unless the endorse­ 
ment was in order. 
Gray explained that the coun­ 
ty welfare department was re­ 
quired to attempt to clear the 
Federal exceptions on improper 
endorsements, and where this 
could not be accomplished the 
entire federal and state share 
of the payment, which in the 
case of an Old Age Pension War­ 
rant amounts to IOO per cent, is 
charged back to the county to 
pay. 
Banking institutions have now 
been supplied with the regula­ 
tions pertaining to the endorse­ 
ment of assistance warrants. 
which require that the endorse­ 
ment be in the handwriting cf 
Hie recipient and must always 
be the same as the name written 
on the fact of the warrant Per­ 
sons with 
power of attorney” 
are not permitted to endorse 
warrants, but legal guardians 
appointed by the court may. 
When a recipient is unable to 
sign his name because of seni­ 
lity or physical or mental in­ 
capacity, the warrant shall oe 
endorsed by his mark and sign­ 
ed by at least one witness show­ 
ing the address of the witness. 
When a conservator has been 
appointed by court action for a 
welfare client, the conservator 
must submit a new application 
for the client's assistance to the 
Welfare D epartm ent, following 
which assistance w arrants will 
be made out to “ John Doe < re­ 
cipient] by R ichard Roe. Con­ 
servator,” and can be so en­ 
dorsed by the conservator. 
In case of probate of an as­ 
sistance w arrant following the 
death of the recipient, a certified 
copy or the court order authoriz­ 
ing probate m ust be attached to 
the w arrjm t. and the adm inistra­ 
tor should endorse the w arrant 
i with the client's name by “John 
Doe. adm inistrator ”

Times Have Changed Since 
Halloween First Henan

This is the witching time 
The time when ghosts arx! 
goblins come out in the full of 
the moon to howl in the night 
. 
time when witches dane* 
r midnight, cackling in fiend­ 
ish glee as they summon Satan 
ii «m his depths. 
This is the time for the head- 
U > horseman to ride through 
the black night, howling and 
cream ing and looking for a 
new head. 
This is the time for charm* 
and magic and 
bolting 
t h e 
door as soon as the sun set 
This is Halloween 
Or at least it was Halloween 
as it used to be in some areas 
of the world 
But today, ifs a different sto- 
r\ 
We still have the ghosts 
and goblins and witches. But 
we will also have beatniks and 
pirates and 
princesses 
a n d 
knights and cowboys and even 
Praties 
And they come in a variety 
shapes and sizes, banging tm 
l o u r 
door 
and 
shouting 
Trick or Treat.” 
That’s the way it is today 
Not too many years back, if 
a kid said "Trick or Treat. 
I * meant just that But today s 
generation would probably stand 
there dumbfounded if you told 
him. "trick.” 
And there was a time, when 
you didn t even have a choice 
You might wake up to find the 
outhouse turned over, the gate 
nailed shut, the front doorsteps 
(wooden (rf course) out on the 
back pasture, or your windows 
covered with enough soap to 
last you for a jA‘ar of baths 
Some called it good clean fun 
and others called it outright 
vandalism after they surveyed 
the damage. But it was nothing 
like the damage caused in the 
infant days of what we now 
call Halloween. 
There was a time when hum 
an beings were sacrificed in 
flames to ward off the evil spir­ 
its. 
And there was a time when 
Halloween was a magic time 
for romance and you were al­ 
most certain to see your future 
spouse if you went about things 
in the right way. 
And 
of 
course, 
Halloween 
has a religious significance, it 
being All Hallows Eve. the Eve 
of All Saints day. 
In fact, you might call die 
earliest known observances of 
the day among the barbarians, 
religious. 
Halloween actually was cele­ 
brated by the Celts as the Sam- 
hain festival. This was in con­ 
trast to the annual May day 
celebration which marked the 
beginning of summer in those 
days. Samhain. of course, mark­ 
ed the end of summer. 
It also marked the eve of the 
new year in both the Celtic 
and Anglo-Saxon times and one 
of the ancient fire festivals. It 
was connected in those days 
with the ruturn of the herds 
from pasture, the 
practice of 
divinations and its association 
with the dead, whose spirits 
were believed to arise and re­ 
turn to visit their former homes 
It is not difficult to see the 
association with the dead and 
the things of the dead that the 
day conjured up in the minds of 
the early civilizations. 
After all, Halloween ushers 
in November and with it the 
darkest, coldest and most bar­ 
ren portion of the year. The 
trees 
become 
skeletons, 
the 
fields are stripped of t h e i r 
flesh; the fruit and the vege­ 
tables no longer grow and ani­ 
mals grow thin and weak with 
hunger. 


And when you looked and 
could find no earthly reason 
for an animal suddenly keeling 
over, you knew then that it was 
witched ’ on that fearful dav, 
Oct 31 


So festival* grew up and rites 
performed to protect tlx herds 
and the crops for the coming 
year The fires burned brightly, 
frightening away the demons 
that might plague a community 
in the months to come. 
It was a serious observance 
then. But as the years passed, 
Halloween grew into a f o l k 
custom, with more emphasis on 
frivolity than on scaring away 
the demons. 
In Britain. Halloween meant 
the most favorable opportunity 
for divinations concerning luck, 
health, death and of courst, 
marriage 
The Scots were never one lo 
be passed by when it came lo 
-omething like this and come 
Halloween ail the young fcdk* 
would gather for game* to as­ 
certain which of them marry 
during the year Not only that. 
bu’ they would find out in what 
order the marriages would oc­ 
cur 
In fact, thi* was the only day- 
on which the help of the de\ ii 
was invoked for such purpose- 
If you worked things right, 
you could even find out the 
name, occupation and hair color 
of your man or wife 
Of course, sometime in order 
to find this out you had to go 
in secret to a dark bam There 
you would find the sieve or 
winnowing fan which was used 
to perform the act of winnowing 
corn 
You were supposed to repeat 
the act three times and if you 
were lucky, the spirit of your 
future husband or wife was sup­ 
posed to pass through the barn 
But you-ig ladies might not 
like the idea of the dark barn 
Instead they could sow hemp 
seed on plowed land 
at mid­ 
night on Halloween. A ll t h e 
while, they were to say. "Hemp 
Seed I sow wlio will my hus­ 
band be. let him come and 
mow." 
Then she took a quick glance 
over her left shoulder and she 
might, just might, see the fi 
gure of the man who w as To be 
her sp- use They don t say what t 
happened if you looked over your 
right shoulder or if you were a 
girl wtx) didn t know her right 
from her left. 
Halloween came to the United 
Sates in a big way with the 
early Irish immigrants among 
others This was in the 
19th 
century and mischief was more 
fun than goodies 
In 
Scotland, 
they 
used 
to 
carve turnips as ja< k-o-lanterns 
but the new Americans soon 
abandoned this vegetable form 
for the native pumpkin. 
Throughout history is seems 
that Halloween was a great time 
all around, despite the sure 
knowledge of ghosts in the early 
days and a strap in the later 
days. 
But even Halloween found it­ 
self taken out of the hands of 
the pe<#)le who wan it'd to have 
fun — after all how can you 
have fun on Halloween when it 
means you have pay a tax. Yep 
They had taxes even in those 
da vs and at Tara in Celtic Ire­ 
land, the open - air parliament 
would convene once every’ three 
years on Halloween The cere­ 
monies opened with live sacri­ 
fices to the gods, the victims 
being consumed by fire. 
All household fires had to be 
extinguished on that night and 
rekindled from the sacred fire 
The catch was, you had to pay 
a tax to get your home f i r e s 
burning again.

Nobody will say ‘hat the stair­ 
case in the Our Lady of light 
Chapel in Santa Fe. N M. is 
the result of a miracle 
But nearly every body will tell 
you the staircase is impossible 
— impossible to build, impossi­ 
ble to be used and that it is 
impossible for 
it 
to 
remain 
standing for SO years 
And these people who cry im­ 
possible range from simple car­ 
penters of 1873 to nxidern day 
architects and engineers 
And among those who heard 
that the staircase was an im­ 
possibility was O K Hadwiger. 
a retired Pueblo inventor and 
businessman 
"I heard about it and went 
down to take a look at it and I 
said to myself. I can build it 
Thats what started me on it ” 
the 75-year old former cabinet­ 
maker said 
Not only did Hadwiger build 
the Our l-ady of Light staircase. 
he built six others, some of his 
own design 
Actually 
they 
are 
only 
scale models of the staircase 
and others, but the craftsman 
is certain he could build a full­ 
scale functional 
staircase 
if 
someone would 
finance 
the 
project 


The thing 
that 
makes 
the 
chapel's impossible staircase a 
"miracle of construction" is the 
fact that it rises 25 feet while 
making two complete 360 de­ 
gree turns and has NO visible 
signs of SUPPORT 
There is no center post, it is 
not connected to the walls 
It 
literally floats in the air 
The 
tally connections are at the base 
and at the top 
And 
ttierem lies 
the 
se­ 
cret. Hadwiger said 
With a firm anciior at t h e 
base and tc^j, the entire stair­ 
case is like a spring made of 
wood The perfect balance and 
precision of the construction 
keeps the staircase stable when 
someone is walking up or dow n 
it The pressure on the treads 
is both pulling and pushing tin 
die wooden spring 
Tins is his theory, but back 
when the Sisters of Loretto had 
the chapel binit the staircase 
was a complete mystery and a 
physical impossibility. 
The nus came to S a n t a Fe 
in Sept of 1*52 to set up a 
missionary 
school for the In­ 
dians. They lived first in a one- 
room adobe hut and then with 
the aid of craftsmen, they con­ 
structed a school 
Later they 
wanted a chapel 
A Mr. Mouly. who designed 
the cathedral in San Francisco 
designed a huge Gothic Struc­ 
ture for the mission in the des­ 
ert. It was ta be 25 by 75 feet 
with a height of SS feet. On 
July SS. 1*73, work was begun 
md moved along at a rapid 
pace and when they were near-

ly finished, it was discovered 
that a serious mistake had been 
made 
The interior of the chapel was 
beautiful, the 25-foot high choir 
loft was magnificent 
- 
but 
there was nothing 
connecting 
them 
Carpenter after carpen­ 
ter looked at the situation and 
pronounced it hopeless. 
There just wasn't enough room 
to build a staircase to reach 
Hie high loft 
But Mother 
Magdelene and 
her nuns knew that Faith could

they placed the 
w irk under the patronage of 
St Joseph and now they began 
a novena to the car;**nter of 
Nazareth. 
According to the story, 
on 
the ninth and last day of the 
novena, there was a knock at 
the chapel door When Mother 
Magdelene ironed it. a white- 
haired bearded man carrying a 
tool chest and leading a donkey 
was standing there 
I understand you need 
a 
carpenter." he said and the 
man. who gave no name, was 
welcomed 
According to the account, tin* 
carpenter carried only a ham 
mer. SHW and T-square He be­ 
gan work immediately 
Eight months later, the ham­ 
mering and sawing 
stopped 
The nuns entered 
the chapel 
and were astounded to see the 
staircase literally 
floating 
in 
air. It had no railings 
The 
treads seemed to start from the 
floor and using air as support 
rope to the choir loft. 
The carpenter had disappear­ 
ed He had not been paid Moth­ 
er Magdelene went to the lum­ 
beryards to inquire if he had 
purchased the wood for the 
staircase there and was told 
that no one had sold the man 
any wood. 
Recent studies shaw that the 
wood is not native to New Mex­ 
ico. 
At first, nuns and the girls 
who sang in the choir used to 
ascend and descend the stair­ 
case on hands and knees for 
fear of falling.

Seen in Optic I 


(itT K ’AL FAD — The thing 
lh«'t' days Is apt lea I art. which 


should not be confused with ab- 
>tra>I impressionism, anti which 
stems to reintroduce a certain 
amount of science into painting 
The question is whetlier it’s Ro 
inc to he just another fad. or 
dues it have possibilities 
for 
nvirt profound influt'nce on art 
Some of these paintinRs are 
en:* r’aimng. and seme of them 
ar* dirtying, but. according to 
New York reports, the viewers 
do not stand anymore gaping 
a? paint blotches asking "what 
is it,” on the contrary’, even if 
th* painting Is so dizzying that 
lh* viewer has to steady him 
self so as not to lose his bal­ 
ance 
he 
does 
"understand” 
what the artist is trying to do 
and in this way, abstract art 
has passed beyond itself, and 
has created a breakthrough 
This type of art is not — and 
cannot be very easily - created 
bv Sunday painters, or those 
artists who have plenty of "feel­ 
ing” but no skill or thought 
O ptical" paintings require a 
thorough grounding in the laws 
of optics, and usually the men 
who create these new paintings 
that are all the rage in the 
New York Art market, are men 
who are visual scientists as well 
as artists. 
The' net result of this trend 
may mean that the men a r e 
going to be separated from the 
boys, and the ladies from 
well. from the men 
For. the 
creation of paintings of this 
sort requires a higher than usual 
discipline, optical, 
mathemati­ 
cal and psychological. 
Douglas M Davis of the Na 
tional Observer describes one 
of these paintings in a rather 
telling way: "The hero of the 
past month at the' Jackson Gal 
ierv was Julian 
Stanczak 
A 
young Polish emigre who now 
teaches at the Cleveland Inst! 
lute of Art. Mr 
Stanczak has 
committed himself without res 
creation to the new retinal (op­ 
tical!

and none to wit Lines of van 
inc thickness weave their way 
across fields of color varying 
from the primaries to the pas­ 
tels Rare is the man who can

W ith a bibliograph) and a sa­ 
nes of notes on museums and 
commercial galleries in major 
American cities this gives the

Farah is writing from person­ 
al experience, based on years of 
adventuring into 
the environ­ 
ment of the museum, the gal­ 
lery and even the junk shop 
His account is salted with anec­ 
dotes and the sort of inside ad­

Professor Anderson's findings 
have been released in a new 
book, "The Federal Bulldozer,'’ 
(published by The 
Massachu­ 
setts 
Institute of 
Technology 
Press, Cambridge 
42. 
Mass ; 
$5 951. He feels that the only 
conclusion to be drawn from the 
evidence is that the urban re­ 
newal program should be 
re­ 
pealed in its entirety 
With the aid of a computer, 
and with tireless research, the 
author has compiled a moun­ 
tain of evidence to refute vir­ 
tually every claim put forth by 
the bureaucrats in support of 
this pet project 
He demon­ 
strates that its "benefits" have 
beer almost nil and its costs 
exceedingly high 
By 1962. over one million per­ 
sons had been forcibly removed 
from their homes by the pro­ 
gram. The net effect of 
this 
confiscation of property 
h a s 
been to permit a few private 
developers to purchase valua­ 
ble land at below-market prices 
— with the taxpayers making 
up the difference. 
Although the program is jus­ 
tified for its "slum clearance" 
benefits, the author points out: 
"It is muck more likely that the 
federal urban renewal program 


shifts slums instead of remov­ 
ing them and in so doing, may 
actually encourage the spread
